“Development of power in the 
mountains and making other uses of 
the water resources of the Sierra Ne- 
vada mountains is the key to develop- 
ment of the San Joaquin valley.” The 
speaker is Harold K. Fox, construc- 
tion engineer of the San Joaquiu Light 
and Power corporation at Fresno. and 
head of that company’s huge power- 
building work now in progress just 
beyond the eastern edge of the flat, 
fertile Garden of the Sun. This great 
undertaking is known as the Kings 
river project. It is designed to devel- 
op approximately 500,000 horsepower, 
or nearly three times the present ca- 
pacity of the entire San Joaquin sys- 
tem. It will embrace nine power plants 
fourteen dams of various types, near- 
ly forty miles of tunnel, and a systera 
of high tension transmission lines. 


H. R. Braden and Charles L. Heart- 
well of Chico. with State Architect 
George B. McDouglass, of Sacramento 
visited the Chico State Teachers’ col- 
lege at Chico. recently, and discussed 
with Charles M. Osenbaugh, president 
of the college, the budget for the col- 
lege for the next fiscal year.

“Ghost-Fear” Strong 


Among Real Romanys 

If, during a country stroll, you come 
to a clear-running stream or river, 
and notice at the bottom a collection 
of broken crockery, kettles, pans. and 
so on, you may be sure that a gypsy 
camp is near, and that a gypsy has 
died there. 

On that day after the funeral of 
a real Romany, the relations burn all 
the clothes and other consumable be- 
longings of the dead person. Then all 
the crockery and utensils are broken 
and solemnly thrown into the near- 
est running water. 

Behind this queer custom lies 
“ghost-fear.” It is believed that, so 
long as any of the possessions of a 
dead gypsy remain intact, his ghost 
will “walk,” and ill-luck and misfor- 
tune will dog the camp. Sometimes, 
so strong is this superstition, even 
the horse of a dead gypsy is de- 
stroyed. 

Gypsies never utter the names of 
the dead, and for a long time after a 
death will not eat or drink anything 
that was a favorite with the departed. 
This is “ghost-fear” again. 

Rarely, if ever, are flowers placed 
on &@ gypsy’s grave. Some little pos- 
session that they loved in life—a toy 
for a child, or a blackened teapot, 
broken first, for an old woman, and 
so on—is the usual choice. 


Huguenot Was First 
New York Physician 


Dr. Johannes La Montagne was the ¢ 


first educated man of medicine to set- 
tle down in the little Dutch town of 
what is now New York and hang out 
his shingle officially. He was a 
Huguenot gentleman of forty-two, a 
man who had obtained a splendid med- 
ical and general background at the 
University of Leyden. He had mar 
ried a girl named Rachel DeForest. 
whose family had moved to this new 
country, and the letters home had told 
of such promise that he decided to try 
it for himself. 

So in 1637 he came. Almost imme 
diately he assumed an important place 
in the commmunity life. His reputa 
tion gave him professional as well as 
social position and he became one of 
the big men of the day. Governor 
Kieft appointed him to his council 
within a year after his arrival, and he 
was retained also by Governor Stuy 
vesant when that slightly crusty 
Dutchman took the reins. 

Doctor La Montagne treated his 
first case in what are known as these 
parts as long ago as 1637.—New York 
Evening Post.

Tides in Inland Seas 


There are tides in both the Mediter- 
ranean sea and the Gulf of Mexico. In |

A delta is an al- | 
luvial plain formed by a deposit of | 
sand and mud carried down aq river 
As the stream enters quieter waters 
the deposit falls to the bottom and in- 
creases {nm area and height until it 
reaches the surface and is raised by 
floods and tides above the high-water | 
mark. The delta of the Ganges and | 
the Brahmaputra has an area of 50,000 
square miles and that of the Nile is 200 
miles wide and 100 miles long. The 
Mississippi delta, which encroaches at 
a rate of 260 feet a year, has an area 
of 12,300 square miles. Great deltas 
are only found in comparatively tide- 
less seas, because the deposits would
